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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action dated March 26, 2007. 

Claims 1-11, 18-19, 22, 37-38, 40 and 44-46; as a result, claims 1-24, 28 and 36-46 are 
now pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the allowance of claims 1-24 and 28. 
Notwithstanding the allowance of these claims, Applicants have amended claims 1-11,18-19, 
22, 37-38, 40 and 44-46 (as noted above), to more clearly define the claimed subject matter of 
the claims. 

Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 36-46 were rejected on the ground of non- statutory, obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 28-30, 32 and 34 of U.S. Patent No. 6,993,393. 

While Applicants do not admit that the claims are obvious in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,993,393, a Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.321(b)(iv) is enclosed 
herewith to obviate these rejections. Accordingly, Applicants request the reconsideration and 
withdrawal of this rejection. 

Submitted In formation Disclosure Statement 
The Examiner's attention is drawn to the Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) 
submitted herewith. This IDS cites US Patent 6,527,729 to Turcott identified in another 
application belonging to the assignee of the current application; as well as the PCT Search 
Report from the PCT counterpart to this application. It was just recognized that while the 
references identified on this Search Report were previously cited in an IDS, the Search Report 
publication itself (wherein the two identified references were identified as "X" references), was 
not specifically cited.
